W. W. O’Brien, Criminal Lawyer 
Is Dangerously Wounded in 
Machine Gun Attack.

Paris, Oct. 12.—Reconciled to her 
errant son, Former 
Crowji 
Prince 
Carol, whom she embraced in ardent 
motherly fashioned at their parting, 
Queen Marie, of Rrumania, left ma­ 
jestically out of Paris this morning 
en route to America. 
The queen was visibly moved when 
Carol arrived at the station , a quar­ 
ter of an hour before her train left for 
Cherbourg to connect with the Le­ 
viathan. 
Mother and son went into her com­ 
partment in the Roumanian

coach attached to the Cherbourg train 
and talked inside.

Chicago, Oct. 12.—W. W. O’Brien, 
former assistant state’s attorney and 
famous criminal lawyer, was shot and 
dangerously wounded, two notorious 
gangsters were killed and two other 
men were wounded 
late 
yesterday 
when Chicago’s gangland feud, which 
has flared up intermittently for two 
years, blazed afresh. 
The victims were ambushed on the 
near North Side, almost in front of 
Holy Name Cathedral, where the Eu­ 
charistic Congress was opened 
last 
June, and only a short distance from 
the flower shop of Dion OTBanion, 
where the owner, a notorious gunman 
and gangster*, was 
ambushed 
and 
slain three years ago. 
Operating a machine gun from the 
second-story window of an apartment 
building, one party of the gangsters 
sprayed their victims with lead, while 
a second party riding in an automo­ 
bile opened fire simultaneously with 
rifles and machine guns. 
When the slaughter was ended two 
mon lay in the street, one dead and 
the other dying, another crawled to 
the curb and collapsed,* and two oth­ 
ers limped away and were found in a 
doctor’s office. 
The facade of the 
cathedral, which is the see of Cardinal 
Mundelein, was raked with bullets. 
A machine gun was found in an al­ 
ley, where it supposedly was thrown 
after the attack. 
The dead are Earl “Hymie” .Weiss, 
notorious gangster and gunman, who 
had been associated with O’Banion, 
and Paddy Murray, 
gangster 
and 
brother of William Murray, who with 
“Big Tim” Murphy, was sentenced to* 
Leavenworth Penitentiary for partici­ 
pation in a big mail robbery here a 
few years ago. 
O’Brien was shot five times in the 
abdomen. 
He was a former assist­ 
ant state’s attorney, and was one of 
Chicago’s best known criminal law­ 
yers. 
A year ago, with William S. 
Stewart, he defended 
William 
D. 
Shepherd, who was acquitted of slay­ 
ing his foster son, William Nelson 
MlcClintock, 
“ millionaire 
orphan.” 
Later he was associStefl with Stewart 
in the defense of Russell Scott, who 
is still attem pting to escape the noose 
for killing a drug clerk. 
After dissolving 
his 
partnership 
with Stewart, O’Brien set up a firm 
of his own and has been engaged in 
the defense of Joe Saltis and Frank 
Koncil, wellknown gang leaders, now 
on trial for the murder of John “Mil­ 
ters” Foley, rival gangster. 
Car cf Victims Trailed, Belief 
* Besides O’Brien, the wounded were 
Sam Pine, aias Peller, and Benny J a ­ 
cobson. 
Jacobson was said to be 
a investigator for O’Brien and Pine 
was reported to have been associated 
with one of the various gang factions. 
O’Brien had left the criminal courts 
building, only four blocks from where 
the shooting took place, just a short 
time previously. 
According to w it­ 
nesses an automobile believed to have 
contained O’Brien, and 
the 
others, 
killed or wounded, 
was 
proceeding 
north on State street when it was 
overhauled and forced to the curb 
by a second car bristling with rifles 
and sawed-off shotguns. 
As soon as th» gangsters’ car drew 
abreast the guns began to blaze, while 
from an upstairs window of a flat 
building directly opposite the “rat- 
a-tat-tat” of the sputtering machine 
gun was heard. 
The gunfire of the 
gangsters was directed on their vic­ 
tims for fully half a minute. 
Then 
the gangster sped away and those 
operating the machine gun fled from 
the apartm ent building. 
In the street Murray lay dead and 
Weiss dying, while O’Brien was able 
to reach a basement, where he col­ 
lapsed, while Pine and Jacobson limp­ 
ed away to find a doctor. 
At the hospital O’Brien before laps­ 
ing into unconsciousness declared that 
he had just alighted from a street 
car when he was shot by unknown 
persons. 
He said he was not with 
the gangsters who 
were 
killed or 
wounded, but tho police m aintained, 
all were together. 
Doctors later said O’Brien had r a l- j 
lied and had a fighting chance to re­

A I business, the oldest one which has re- 
tained its original identity. 
According to various authorities, the 
cooperage business started long be­ 
fore the Christian era began and in 
its essential details it has not changed 
one bit. 
C. G. Hirt, secretary and 
manager, of the Associated Cooper*** 
Industry of America, in 
a recoil 
article in the Paint, Oil and Chemical 
Review, gives a short history of the 
industry, confining himself to early 
references to the making of barrels, 
which appear in 
the writings 
of 
Pliny, The Elder. 
Mr. H irt’s article follows: 
“Who made the first wood barrel 
is a question often propounded by 
those interested in cooperage and con­ 
siderable research has been made in 
this direction. 
“There does not, however, appear 
to be much information of a definite 
character on record ooncerning the 
origin of the wood barrel, aside from 
the general belief th at it was the first 
container to supplant the goat skins 
used in ancient tim es to transport 
liquids. Mention is made in Holy Writ 
of the barrel as a container and no 
doubt its history dates back as far as 
anything in use today. 
“The art of making barrels is one of 
great antiquity and in delving into the 
records in an effort to secure some 
information as to when cooperage was 
first mentioned, we find that reference 
is made to the fact that Pliny ascribes 
its invention to the inhabitants of the 
Alpine, valleys. Pliny, an ancient his­ 
torian, who it seems lived in the pe­ 
riod A. D. 23-79, was the son of a 
Roman, by the daughter of Senator 
Gaius Calcilius of Novum Comun, and 
was born at Comun.
